We see in the steel strike a fur- 
ther illustration of a refusal to ac- 
cept responsibilities. Mr. McDon- 
ald apparently believes he must 
obtain increased wages each time 
a contract is made. The owners 
seek bigger profits and more con- 
trol of their plants. It is a power 
struggle, and one which, if not 
blind, is extremely astigmatic. 


World Complex 


We are a complex industrial 
nation today—part of a world 
complex—and a power struggle in 
any part of it has ramificatiorfs 
unknown to previous generations. 
It is evident that both labor and 
management in the great key in- 
dustries of the nation do not un- 
derstand that the United States 
cannot have a Balkanized situa- 
tion when production is an essen- 
tial to national survival. 


The Taft-Hartley law is not ade- 
quate. 


We are sure to have more labor 
laws. And here is the danger. We 
are sure to have a Congress 
which, in an election year, will be 
pulled here and there by the 
moods and pressures of power 
politics. Unless there is some 
jeadership by the White House, 
management and labor, we will 
have labor legislation reflecting 
the angers, frustrations, fears and 
greed of our time. 


We have not yet come of age 
in our management-labor rela- 
tionships. It is somewhat ironical 
that the two governments which 
have been most directed by labor, 
Australia and New Zealand, have 
created the most intelligent legis- 
lation in this field. The President 
has read and studied it. Perhaps, 
now that the injunctive feature of 
the Taft-Hartley act has been up- 
held by the U.S. Supreme Court,

Harris if she could be taken from 
her jail cell long enough to be 
baptized at the Tabernacle Bap- 
tist Church. 


‘The sheriff at first approved 
the baptism, provided it was 
carried out in ‘‘absolute secrecy” 
and with an armed guard stand- 
ing by. 


But the church announced the 


baptism would take place in a 


public ceremony. 


In view of the announcement, 
Sheriff Harris said he was ‘“‘post- 
poning indefinitely” the baptism. 


Katie Ann is being held for the 
July slaying of a 17-year-old Ne- 
gro, whom she said she mistook 
in the darkness for her boy friend. 


She is quoted as saying she 
fired a pistol at a man walking 
along the sidewalk at night. She 
told officers she meant to kill 
her boy friend because he had 
beaten her up a few days before 
the shooting.

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Lack of Local Effort 
Weakens State Schools 


The indignation of Atlanta School 
Board Finance Committee chairman, L. J. 
O’Callaghan, is understandable. The board 
again is confronted with teacher requests 
for salary increases. 

“If we could get only half of what we 
(the city schools) are entitled to, we 
could consider some of these increases,” 
said O'Callaghan. “Otherwise, we can 
do it only through slapping the people of 
Atlanta with another tax raise.” 

As things now stand, Atlanta is dis- 
criminated against in school funds dis- 
tribution by the state. The county levies 
a one- alf-mill tax levy on city 
retidents r county schools. In addition 
Fulton pays ‘net of its school costs from 
general funds, most of which also come 
from city taxpayers. In addition, the in- 
equitable chargeback system penalizes the 
city for trying to meet its local needs. 

Atlanta pays about 68 per cent of her 
total school costs. Many counties pay 
much less than 10 per cent, looking to 
the state for the rest which comes from 
the larger counties. The fact they make 
no effort to support their schools means 
also they cheat their children and those of 
the rest of the state, dooming them to 
third or fourth-rate schools. 

Georgia ranks 46th in the nation in 
local contributions to schools, yet is fifth 
in percentage contributed by the state. 
The larger counties cannot pay the whole 
bill yet they almost are doing so. 

The state’s whole educational system 
is being diluted because of the shameful 
failure of local communities to accept 
their responsibilities. 
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Dr. Patterson Served 
Community and State 


A fine gentleman and a great man of 
medicine died,in Cuthbert this week and 
an entire state mourns the loss. 

He was Dr. Job C. Patterson, son of 
the late Dr. Frederick Patterson who 
founded at Cuthbert the hospital which 
bears the family name. 

Dr. Patterson’s activities and interests 
were many—medicine, surgery, public 
health, education, business and civic af- 
fairs. He was a leader in each field. The 
medical profession had honored him by 
making him president of the Medical As- 
sociation of Georgia, 1940-41. 

He will be remembered for these ac- 
tivities and honors. 

But most of all in the hearts of the 
people he served, he’ll be remembered as 
“Doc” Patterson, the man of healing to 
whom they went in times of trouble.

With Thanksgiving coming on, the na- 
tion’s cranberry growers and processors 
are faced with losing a chunk of money 
because somebody who was supposed to 
be doing a job didn’t. 

Whether it was the Agriculture de- 
partment or the Food and Drug division 
of the Health department which failed, or 
both, is not particularly important. What 
is important is that a weed-killing sub- 
stance was cleared for use which now is 
discovered to contain an agent which 
could cause cancer. 

As a result, there is great confusion 
about just what part of the cranberry 
crop is contaminated. As it stands, the 
whole crop is suspect and the large food 
chains are withdrawing it from sale. They 
did so following the advice of Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare Arthur 
S. Flemming to housewives that to be 
“on the safe side” they should refrain 
from buying the berries—fresh, frozen or 
canned. 

Flemming’s flat statement contradicts 
that of a Massachusetts health official 


‘who denies that any of that state's crop 


was contaminated: Massachusetts is the 
nation’s largest producer. 

At any rate, the public rightly is 
alarmed. These agencies set up to pre- 
vent their food from being poisoned at 
least should try to work together to ac- 
complish the job.

It will reas- 
sure the new free nations that 
Washington understands that Eu- 
rope is no longer the only de- 
cisive battleground in the world 
struggle, 


This is a symbolic role the 


President can play with great 
sincerity and effect. He is not go- 
ing reluctantly. Despite the obvi- 


ous drain on his energies, he is 
looking forward eagerly to the 
trip and when he puts his heart 
into any exercise he is an effec- 
tive and attractive advocate. 

In propaganda terms, 
is likely to be a great success. 

But the President is confront- 
ed with a dilemma. When he sees 
the misery and poverty of Asia, 
his impulse will no doubt be to 
go to Paris to urge Germany, 
Britain, and France to join him 
in a major attack upon this prob- 
lem.

Mr. and Mrs. A. N. Patton, 
currently on a South Pacific 
tour to various spots where the 
Meals for Millions Foundation 
has won “‘the everlasting grati- 
tude of hungry people” for its 
food supplements, left Tahiti 
for New Zealand. There they 
found the countryside populated 
with sheep “like chenille dots 
on an infinite carpet.” 


“The guide told us there are 
36 million sheep here,”’ Mrs. 
Patton reported from New Zea- 
land’s North Island, “but we 
think each ewe has given birth 
to twins since the last census.” 


The Atlanta club leader 
launched the Meals for Millions

Clubs project, and plans are 
under way to make it a state- 
wide undertaking. The Pattons 
are visiting South Pacific areas 
that receive the MFM supple- 
ments to see first-hand what 
Georgia contributions are ac- 
complishing. 


“We drove through 550 miles 
of cattle and sheep ranches of 
North Island,”’ Mrs. Patton re- 
vealed. 


She added that North Island 
is “warm and lush” while 
South Island is cold ‘“‘in the 
topsy-turvy way of the World 
Down Under.” 


The Atlantans visited Waito- 
mo Caves, with an eerie boat 
trip through a cavern lighted 
only by glow worms—millions 
of them over head. 


“The silence and stillness was 
absolute,” Mrs. Patton said, 
“except (alas for us!) for the 
bark -of an occasional tourist 
who seems to cough only in 
church and in glow worm grot- 
toes.”” 


They spent a night at the 
Grand Hotel. in Rotorua, center 
of a terrific volcanic belt, where 
“‘monstrous underground ener- 
gy bursts out in a hundred pools 
of mud, a score of geysers and 
endless columns of hot steam.’’ 


The travelers were intrigued 
by. the Maoris, the Polynesians 
of New Zealand, migrants from 
Tahiti hundreds of years ago. 


“They live in the midst of 
the steam from the volcanoes,”’ 
Mrs. Patton revealed, “using 
its energy for heating and cook- 
ing. A score of boxed-in areas 
serve as steam cookers for the 
community. A row of outdoor 
tanks are communal! pools 
where men, women and chil- 
dren bathe together.”’ 


The club leader reported that 
the Maoris make up less than 
five per cent of the two million 
people in New Zealand, but the 
names of most villages and 
Streets are Maori names. 


“Their colorful influence,” 
Mrs. Patton continued, “‘is felt 
in every phase of life in the 
country. Maoris are natural 
musicians, like other Polynesi- 
ans, and the concerts they put 
on for us in Rotorua were as 
lovely in rhythm and harmony 
as anything we can remember.”’ 


She pointed out that although 
the volcano is “‘chained,”’ it is 
capable of another outburst. But 
the people are not worried 
about an eruption, which “isn’t 
likely for at least 50 years.” 


“The worst problem we have 
with the boiling pools,” a na- 
tive told the visitors, ‘‘is keep- 
ing the tourists out. We can 
manage .our children all right, 
but the tourists... !” 


fy Student at Scott Worked 
+ With European Retugees 


By HARRIETTE WEINSTEIN 


An Agnes Scott student spent the summer traveling through Europe and 
working with resettled refugees in a filled-in bomb crater. 


Ann Avant, whose home is Opp, Ala., 


England, Holland and France 
with the group and a side trip 
to Italy. 


She- went with a caravan -of 
students to work in the reset- 
tled refugee camps. 


“We lived in.the church. The 
camp itself was a bomb crater 
that has been partially refilled. 
Around the camp we built a 
retaining wall from a dynamited 
German bunker. All the work 
was done by hand. And now, 
thinking back, it seems amaz- 
ing to me that I'd ever done 
somethir@ like that.” 


She also worked with the 
youngsters in the kindergarten. 


“The language differences 
didn’t seem to matter a bit. I 
didn’t speak German and they 
didn’t speak English. But they 
tried to teach me words of their 
language and wanted me «to 
read to them in English. 


“And children’s games are 
almost the same the world 
over. Often the tunes were even 
the same in singing games.” 


Among the 125,000 refugees in 
Austria are former SS men in 
the German army who told Ann, 
“We thought we were fighting 
for a better way of life.” 


“It gave vou a different 


view,” she added. 


The Austrians have been im- 
pressed by these United States 
college students who pay their 
own way over to Europe and 
then spend much of their time 
building walls, churches, 
schools and other buildings in 
ithe refugee camps. 


And working with the Aus- 
trians, ‘Ann surmised, “They 
are very hard workers and can 
do five times as much work as 
we could. But they still don’t 
know how to do things the easy 
way. However, they are good 
workers. One boy worked in a 
steel mill all night until 6 a.m., 
then would work from 7 a.m. 
until 1:30 p.m. with us, get a 
few hours’ sleep, attend church 
services and then go back to 
work in the mill.” 

Breakfast was a very light 
meal. 


“But about 10:30 a.m. we had 
Jausen (yaw-sin), a second 
breakfast which always con- 
sisted of salami sandwiches and 
Russian tea. After working all 
morning, even that tasted very 
good.” 


The group attended seminars, 
spoke in churches and visited 
various industries including the 
Delft china plant, a wooden 
shoe factory and a salt mine. 


The visit to the salt mine in-

After leaving the tour group, 
Ann and another student from 
California took off for a visit to 
Italy to the home of a friend of 
the California student. 


“And they were wonderful to 
us,’ recalls Ann. “We went 
everywhere and did everything 
and the family wouldn't let us 
pay for a thing.” 


“The Italian girl's parents 
didn’t speak any English so I 
communicated with the father in 
my not very good French while 
the girl from California spoke 
a little German. We didn't 
have any trouble. 


“He was a member of the 
Rotary Club and so is my father. 
So I brought back greetings to 
the Opp, Ala., club from Italy. 


“Their maid showed us how 
to make ravioli and pizza, too. 
We had a wonderful time.” 


But in the eventful s mmer, 


the thing that was the most 
meaningful to Ann were “‘the 
gifts the children I'd worked 
with in Austria gave me. They 
were small things. . . but they 
meant so much to me. 


Language on two occasions 
did provide something of a 
problem and a bit of humor. 


“Once I lost my voice for 
three days. It didn’t matter 
because I couldn’t speak the 
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language anyway.
